him down.

Murphy was convicted Oct. 
17, 1928, of murdering Charles 
A. Reilly, a druggist, in a drug- 
store at 3400 Chippewa street. 
The jury fixed his punishment 
at death by hanging and the 
execution was finally set for 
July 25, 1930. 

Reilly, 45 years old, was shot 
to death by a robber who en- 
tered his drug store the night 
of June 26, 1928. Murphy was 
arrested a short time after the 
shooting by the late Detective 
Sgt. Frank P. Dempsey, who 
later expressed the belief 
Murphy was innocent of the 
crime. 

About three days after the 
arrest, police announced that 
Murphy had signed a statement 
admitting the killing. But Mur- 
phy repudiated the confession 
at his trial and testified that he 
had signed the paper only after 
day - and - night questioning by 
police. 

Uncertain Identification. 

Two witnesses of the holdup 
identified Murphy at the trial, 
_ but he claimed they had been

Where Is the Justice Dept.? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Judge Lemley’s ruling postpon- 
ing school integration in Little 
Rock comes as a shocking thing— 
not only. because it rewards the 
mob that stood outside Central 
High School and defied the au- 
thority of our Government; not 
only because it justifies the law- 
lessness of Gov. Faubus; not only 
because it condones the unwill- 
ingness of the Little Rock school 
authorities to maintain order 
within the school premises; not 
only because it punishes the vic- 
tims of local prejudice and even, 
subordinates the judicial power 
of the Federal Government to that 
hatred. 

Equally tragic is the fact that 
Judge Lemley’s ruling isolates 
those many members of the 
Southern white community who 
support the Constitution and the 
Supreme Court, who believe all 
children have the right to equal 
educational opportunity in non- 
segregated schools — and who 
count on Federal support for the 
representation of their views. 
Under these circumstances, 
prompt and vigorous interven- 
tion by the Department of Justice 
to stay or reverse Judge Lemiey's 
ruling becomes a moral impera- 
tive of national and international 
importance. Only immediate 
and effective action by the Fed- 
eral authorities — either as a 
friend of the court or as‘an in- 
tervening party—can restore both 
here and abroad the image of the 
United States as a government 
deeply and irrevocably committed 
to equal justice for all its citizens.

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1956." Here, in capsule form, is an 
analysis of the results of a withholding tax as 
reported by 10 other states (11 now’withhold 
income taxes), After long hearings in Minne- 
sota, the committee found these advantages 
to withholding: 


1. A substantial increase in state revenue 
without an inérease in tar rates. Six of the 
reporting states estimated increased revénue 
at 12 to 22 per cent. 

2. A reduction in tar evasion. Withholding 
by employers from payrolls particularly re- 
duces evasion by those who earn incomes in- 
side the state but live outside it or migrate. 
(In Minnesota, some 123,000 persons move 
into or out of the state in one year.) While 
withholding does not directly affect evasion 
among some self-employed groups, it does 
permit the state to concentrate its tax-enforce- 
ment efforts where they are needed. 


3, Ease of collection. The state receives 
records of earnings and taxes currently, on a 
collect-as-you-go basis. This simplifies the 
problem of checking one against the other. 
Every withholding state reports that adminis- 
trative costs either were reduced or more 
than balanced by increased collections. 


4. Ease of payment. The convenience of 
pay-as-you-go for the individual taxpayer is 
served by weekly or monthly budgeting of his 
payments. Large annual lump-sum payments 
are often a hardship. 


The Minnesota committee also took up the 
complaint that withholding imposes a costly 
burden on employers. The committee said: 


The apparent ease with which employers 
of millions of workers have succeeded in 
withholding for savings bonds, community 
chest contributions, health insurance, OASI, 
private pension plans and federal, state and 
municipal income taxes suggests that the dif- 
ficulties involved are, by no means over- 
whelming. ... 

An interview survey by the State Tax De- 
partment indicates that most employers feel 
they could haridle a withholding system simi- 
lar to the federal system without excessive 
complexity and cost. 


Minnesota still faces a final decision about 
withholding. The report of the Minnesota 
Governor's Committee is cited here because 
its intensive study shows what other states 
have actually proved by adopting withholding.

If the County Is Willing 


With a little leadership from St. Louis 
county it is just possible that St. Louis and 
the county may be able to work out a mu- 
tually satisfactory arrangement for their jail 
problems. 

The city’s ancient Workhouse is scheduled 
to be replaced with proceeds of a $8,000,000 
bond issue voted by St. Louisans—when and 
if the city can find an adequate site. Since 
no tract sufficiently large to permit a farm- 
type operation exists within the city limits, 
city officials of necessity have had to seek a 
location in the County. The Legislature has 
declined to give them the ground they want, 
a state-owned tract, once city property, in the 
north part of the county. 


According to Circuit Judge Michael J. Car- 
roll, conditions in the County Jail, which has 
no facilities for work or exercise, are intoler- 
able. He thinks the county ought to get to- 
gether with the city. The county could pro- 
vide the site, the city the building, and a 
division of operating costs could be worked 
out. Mrs. Edward G. Brungard, the city’s di- 
rector of public welfare, seems to think highly 
of the suggestion. 

Unfortunately, Judge Carroll hardly speaks 
for the county administration, as Mrs. Brun- 
gard does for St. Louis. If he can persuade 
Supervisor Matthews to take up the idea, that 
would be a step in the right direction. The 
Council evidently will have the final say. 


Of Power and Freedom of 


Five hundred’ American corporations now 


control one-half of the world’s non-agricul- 
tural production, A. A. Berle points out in 


an essay published by the Fund for the Re- 
public.

In the Sunday Post-Dispatch, George McCue 
told how, highway projects in St. Louis threat- 
stately Greek revival DeMenil mansion 
at Cherokee and Thirteenth streets and the 
collection of unique historical and architec- 
tural relics now in a warehouse on the river- 
front. Only a few weeks ago it came Out that 
the revised plan for the riverfront memorial 
calls for wrecking the Manuel Lisa warehouse 
—the “Old Stone House” that fronts on the 
levee below the Old Courthouse. 

It is hard to believe that officialdom of any 
kind cotild be so unmindful of future as well 
as past to destroy these survivals of pioneer 
and Civil War St. Louis. Surely planners, 
even of highways, have enough imagination 
to see their way around the DeMenil house, 
the last mansion of its kind in St. Louis.

The ‘Invisible’ Unemployed 


Recession Hits the Semi-skilled and the Young But Tremor Is Widely Felt

One-of the mysteries*of the 1957- 
56 recession is that during the 
months unemployment was most 
talked about it was very difficult to 
see. Even in mid-May, when 
unemployment had leveled out at 
slightly less than 5,000,000, and near- 
ly 1,000,000 people had exhausted un- 
employment benefits, the wunem- 
ployed were still hard to find. 


For this has been a peculiarly 
stratified recession. Unlike the de- 
‘pression of the early ‘30s, when al- 
most every group was severely af- 

fected, this has

The Mirror hitting industrial 
of workers rather 

than the white- 
collar, profession- 
al or managerial 
groups. And even 
among the blue- 
collar workers some industties and 
some geographical areas have been 
almost unscathed. The slump is con- 
centrated principally in the metal- 
working industries. It is centered in 
the industrial complexes of the 
Great Lakes and Atlantic tidewater 
areas. And it has affected primarily 
the Negro, the unskilled, and the 
young—groups least able to express 
their dismay. 


Whatever the course of business 
recovery, it seems clear that the re- 
cession has already wdministered a 
psychological shock. Despite the rela- 
tively small number of unemployed, 
the effects may be far reaching. 


Public Opinion 


Changing Buying Habits 


The recession may be altering the . 


newly formed middle-class buying 
habits of the well-paid worker, habits 
that had gone far to shape the new 
quarkets of the 1950s. In the mid- 
50s, the production worker, because 
he could earn $100 a week and buy 
the appurtenances of middle-class 
life, began to think of himself as a 
middle-class person. This feeling 
may be changing, at least among 
workers in hard-hit industries like 
steel and auto, and their psychology 
might spread to other industrial 
workers. 

The recession may a about a 
renewed dependence and loyalty to 


the union among workers who had 
begun to be skeptical, or cynical 
about the union leadership. 

It may precipitate a Democratic. 
sweep in November, and increase the 
possibility of a Democratic presiden- 
tial victory in 1960. 

It may result in the permanent 
beaching of a number of the unem- 
ployed. New efficiencies, tightening 
of standards, increased mechaniza- 
tion, and discard of old plant will re- 
duce the number of jobs in partic- 
ular areas. Some of this loss will be 
offset by increased jobs elsewhere. 
Yet the process may create new “dis- 
tressed areas” that will act as a drag 
on the economy. 

What the 1958 recession has done 
is to emphasize, particularly to the 
young, that workers do not have mid- 
die-class security. Companies severe- 
ly hit rarely laid off the white-collar 
worker—at worst, as at Philco or 
Chrysler, the salaried group took 2 
to 10 per cent pay cuts. But blue- 
collar workers were laid off in great 
numbers—and quickly; in steel, be- 
tween 33 and 39 per cent of all pro- 
duction workers have been fur- 
loughed, compared with 3 to 4 per 
cent of the salaried group. 


Blow to the Unskilled 


Among the blue-collar workers, the 
hit have been the unskilled 
and semi-skilled groups. In May, 
about one out of every six unskilled 
workers was unemployed, as against 
one in eight for the semi-skilled, one 
in 11 for the skilled, one in, 22 for 
sales and clerical, and only one out 
of 60 in the technical and profes- 
sional group. 

Those best protected were workers 
over 55; about one out of 17 of these 
older workers was unemployed. In 
most instances, union seniority rules 
had saved their jobs. By the same 
token, the first ones to go were the 
younger men, and the largest con- 
centration of unemployed (apart 
from the new entries into the labor 
market) is among the men between 
25 and 35. 

It is among these young men, if 
Fairless Hills, Pa. is an example, 
that the experience of unemployment 
has had its most shattering impact. 
They thought that prosperity would 
be permanent. 

M of these young men had 
come from depressed mining areas 
or from old steel-mill towns like 


Charlerot or Monessen tn western 
Pennsylvania. The better jobs in 
these places were held by the older 
men, and in the rundown towns the 
young married couples could find 
only boxlike cold-water flats or 
cramped two-room attics for rent. 

But Fairless Hills, the new plant 
community created by United States 
Steel in the Delaware Valley, as one 
worker put it, was utopia. The new 
furnaces, the most efficient in the 
world, would never shut down. 
Wages averaged $2.50 to $3 an hour, 
and six-day work weeks (with over- 
time after 40 hours) were not un- 
common. 


New, Bleak and Impersonal 


Clean, modern houses, with small 
plots of ground—adequate sewerage, 
a delight to many of the newcomers, 
who recalled the East Pittsburgh 
streets—could be. obtained with no 
down payment and a $79-a-month 
carrying charge. Few saved, many 
splurged—on cars, furniture, appli- 
ances—and all on time. “We thought 
we were junior executives,” said 
one steelworker. 

The blow was startling. Of the 
4300 production and maintenance 
workers at Fairless’s basic steel plant, 
1200 had been laid off, and some 
2400 as of late Map were on short 
work weeks. Workers.accustomed to 
earning $150 a week find themselves 
receiving a total of $50 to $60 a 
week from unemployment compensa- 
tion and from supplementary unem- 
ployment benefits (which,they had 
mocked as unnecessary when the 
union leaders raised it as a demand). 

In its newness the community sud- 
denly has become bleak and t- 
eningly impersonal. “At home you 
could double up with the family, and 
get credit from the local grocer who 
was often a relative or a friend, 
said a steelworker. “Here the family 
is just the wife and kids; and the 
supermarket gives no credit.” 

So far, few workers have lost their 
horhes at Fairless Hills: the Danherst 
Corp., a company originally financed 
by U. S. Steel and now owned by 
John W. Galbreath & Co., has al- 
lowed families to fall behind on 
mortgage payments as long as three 
and four months; how long this will 
continue remains to_be seen. But 
the fact of vesseuadt and the shut- 
down of four of the mill’s nine open- 
hearth furnaces has been a shock.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, June 
30 (UPI)—Brazil, which ran 
up a record, 5-2 score in beat- 
ing host Sweden in Sunday’s

The Brazilians dominated 
every phase of the game in the 
big wind-up contest before a 
crowd of 52,000 at Rasunda 
Stadium in giving South Amer- 
ica its third world cup tri- 
umph against three for Euro- 
pean teams in their rivalry. It 
was Brazil's first cup. 

“The Brazilians are fantastic 
players,” admitted Eric Pers- 
son, chief selector of the Swe- 
dish team. “In my opinion, 
not even a combined European 
team would have a chance 
against them.” 


Certainly Sweden, after an 
initial flurry of excitement 
when inside left Nils Liedholm 
scored the opening goal of the 
game after only 742 minutes, 
had little chance. With Didi’s 
great midfield scheming pro- 
viding numerous openings, 
Vava and 17-year-old Pele, the 
youngest player in the tourna- 
ment, scored two goals each for 
Brazil. Pele’s second goal 
came just seconds before the 
end of the game and gave 
Brazil the highest goal score 
in a final game in the 28-year- 
old history of cup play, top- 
ping the previous high of four 
goals. 


Brazil had 22 shots at goal 
during the match and the 
Swedes only seven. 

The 5-2 score was the same 
as the margin by which Brazil 
defeated France in the semi- 
finals. Sweden, composed of 
amateurs playing with Swedish 
clubs and professionals from 
the Italian League, and France 
were reckoned Europe’s best 
teams.

India suffers from water scar- 
city. On blazing summer days, 
with the thermometer topping 
100 degrees, the impoverished 
Indians have difficulty finding 
the price of a glass of drink- 
ing water. 

India’s drouth is said to be 
the worst in 50 years. In the 
last three weeks nearly 300 
people died of sunstroke in 
one province. 

Normally rainsoaked south- 
east Asia has not escaped. 
Thailand reports the worst 
drouth in 39 years, the longest 
heat wave in 20. The monsoon 
rains have not come. 

Bangkok, Thailand's capital 
has been the hardest hit. In 
addition to a water shortage, 
Bangkok is suffering a cholera 
epidemic in which 600 persons 
have died.

TV has always been a personality medium and 
the British are loaded with the stuff.

Harding is a prickly 
pear ofa man who has his own variety program 
called “I Know What I Like,” and what he likes 
is not necessarily what the great mass of people 
will like. Harding reminds me quite a lot of Monte 
Woolley or of the late Alexander Woollcott. 


A program called “Tonight” on the BBC every night 
is in*the BBC’s own words a mixture of “spots, music, 
people, theater, argument” ‘and it, too, bristles with ideas 
and ginger. The “Tonight” staff, for instance, devoted its 
program to Venice one night and, far from mooning around 
about the fair-like qualities of Venice, the staff got quite 
sharp-tongued about the smells and the dirt. 

These prickly qualities, I think, gave British TV their 
own distinction and should be preserved. When Granada 
broadcast a program entitled ‘““Homesexuality and the Law,” 
probably the most outspoken airing of that problem ever 
put on the air, the chairman of the program said bluntly: 
“I have four people with me tonight who have very strong 
views, and who are gojng to discuss this subject absolutely 
frankly. If you don’t like frankness on this subject, you 
had better switch off now.” 


Another Granada program was called “Thou 
Shalt Not Kill.” It was about euthanasia and 
it opened with the words: “There are millions of 
people in this world and there is one thing certain 
about all of them. They are all going t Sie, Ne 
one has yet foulid a way out of it. This program 
is about death and about the pain that may pre- 
cede death. If you don’t like thinking abont those 
things, then you'd better switch off.” 


The reason I bring it all up is that we seem headed 
in exactly the opposite direction from these blunt words. 
Blandness is the hallmark of our most successful programs. 
You can hardly get blander than Perry Como short of fall- 
ing asleep and you cannot imagine Como saying anything 


that would offend your grandmother.

Caution Over Lebanon 


NEW CANAAN, Conn., June 30. 

1 AM GLAD that our military experts have not been 
anxious, at least up to now, to have our soldiers involved 
in the fighting in Lebanon. I think such action would lead 
to bitterness on the part of the Soviet Union. 

The Soviets provide the materials with which other 
people may fight so that they can always say: “We are 
peace loving. We have no soldiers in the area where trou- 
ble is brewing.” 

We should be careful not to give the appearance of bel- 
ligerency, but instead co-operate much more strongly with 
the United Nations in helping to provide the necessary pro- 
tection for small nations such as Lebanon. 

Lebanon has asked for a U.N. force to put 
down the rebellion which, of course, would mean 
adding to the present emergency troops. But we 
should be willing to pay more than our share of 
the expense for such a force, for thereby we would 
be meeting our commitments guaranteeing that no 
aggression will be tolerated on any country’s bor- 
ders. 

I believe this situation points up the need for a perma- 
nent U.N. military police force which could be expanded at 
any moment at the request of the Secretary General. 


IT WAS NATURAL that in Moscow the Russians 
should have staged a demonstration outside of the United 
States Embassy, inasmuch as Hungarian sympathizers with 
the 1956 revolution quite naturally staged a demonstration 
outside of the Soviet consulate in New York. Fortunately, 
for the most part these have been peaceful demonstrations 
that have done little harm to persons or property. 

I only hope that these incidents will impress upon gov- 
ernments like the Soviet-supported regime in Hungary that 
the world knows when people genuinely want more free- 
dom and that this desire should be respected and accepted 
even if it varies somewhat from the dictatorship’s pattern 
of the past. 


ALL OF US INTERESTED in the development of our 
country’s beauty as well as its practical aspects should read 
the booklet “Planning and Community Appearance,” which 
has just been put out by the Regional Plan Association. 

There must be many people who deplore the fact that 
the entrance to our big cities, and even to our smaller ones, 
is often through the most unattractive streets and some- 
times through slum areas. 


In our earliest days settlements somehow were 
beautiful. Then trees were planted along city 
streets and rural highways, and some of these trees 
still shade us as we drive over the old country 
roads in New England and Virginia, where our an- 
cestors used good taste in developing their commu- 
nities. This has not always been true in more re- 
cent yes 's. 

Legislation is sometimes helpful in bringing about 
more attractive community planning. But it is sometimes 
harmful, too, so when we back legislation we should be 
sure that it furthers the ends we desire.

ONCE UPON A TIME, a long 
time ago, a patrol of six Texas 
Rangers, searching for a no- 
torious gang of outlaws, was 
led into an ambush by a trai- 
torous guide. When the shoot- 
ing was over, all the Rangers 
were left for dead. 


During the night a lone In- 
dian came upon the bodies in 
the moonlight. He discovered 
that one of them was still 
alive, though badly wounded. 
The Indian carried him to a 
nearby cave, where he bathed 
and dressed his wounds. 


Three days and nights he 
watched by the side of the 
wounded Ranger. On the morn- 
ing of the fourth the Ranger 
awoke, weak and confused, but 
with eyes clear and calm. The 
Indian looked familiar.
